WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
The House Rules Committee 
moved today to recapture its 
power to keep bills from being 
voted on indefinitely. 

The group voted to recommend 
repeal of a rule adopted last year 
which provides ways of by-pass- 
ing the Rules Committee. Chair- 
man Sabath (Dem.), Illinois, said 
the vote was nine to three, but 
he would not disclose how indi- 
vidual members voted. He said 
he voted against the move. 

‘A United Press dispatch said 
the move today was made by op- 
ponents of the Administration’s 
civil rights program. ) 

Known as the 21-day rule, the 
1949 rule permits legislation ap- 
proved by standing House com- 
mittees to be brought up for a 
House vote regardless of the 
position taken by the Rules Com- 
mittee. It allows the chairman 
of a standing committee to force 
House action if the Rules group 
refuses to give clearance after 21 
days. 

Shelving of Legislation. 

Before adoption of the 1949 
change, the Rules group often 
bottled up major legislation. It 
had been controlled for some 
time by a coalition of Republicans 
and Southern Democrats who 
blocked much Administration leg- 
islation.

LONDON, Jan. 13 (UP)—Fifty- 


five men still missing from the 
wrecked submarine Truculent 
were given up for dead by the 
Admiralty tonight. 

With 10 bodies recovered, this 
raised the death toll to 65. There 
were 80 aboard the submarine 
when the Swedish tanker Divina 
rammed it last night in the 
Thames estuary about 17 miles 
northwest of Margate. There were 
15 survivors.

Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sar- 
torius, presiding in the third 
criminal division, said he had no 
policy at the present time on per- 
mitting bondsmen to sign bonds 
totaling more fhan the value of 
their real estate. He declined to 
discuss the matter further. 


$21,000 in Forfeited Bonds. 


fifteen forfeited bonds totaling 
$21,000 were listed Jan. 1 for the 
three criminal divisions of the 
circuit court and two divisions of 
the Court of Criminal Correction. 
These had accrued since 1943. 

On deposit with clerks of the 
courts were checks totaling $10,- 
200 to secure payment of eight of 
the 15 forfeitures, Judge Louis 
Comerford of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction pointed out. 

The defendant covered by one 
forfeited $2500 bond has been ar- 
rested and that bond forfeiture 
probably will be set aside, Judge 
Comerford said. That would leave 
six bonds totaling $8700 which 
have been reduced to judgment. 
These six are collectible if “vig- 
orous action is taken,” he added.

Survivor Tells How He, 8 Others 
“Used Submarine’s Escape Hatch 


‘Lined Up as Though Waiting for a Bus,’ 
After Craft Hit Bottom—-Some Had Oxygen 
‘Helnjets, Others Held Breath in Ascent.

CHATHAM, England, Jan. 13 
(AP)—“We lived in ‘opes,” Able 
Seaman E. D. Cheriton Shid today, 
recalling with a wan smile how 
he and eight companions used 
escape equipment to flee from the 
rear compartments of the sunken 
submarine Truculent. 

Cheriton and six companions— 
two civilians were absent — re- 
lated the story of how they 
groped their way from the ocean 
bottom to safety.

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Britain ‘Going Slow’ on 
Spain, He Is Quoted as 
Saying — Pressure to 
End Kashrair Row. 


COLOMBO, Ceylon, Jan. 13 
(AP) — The British Common- 
wealth’s foreign ministers got 
away from the subject of Asia to- 
day and talked about Europe. 
British Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin gave them a review of 
the situation in Europe and dis- 
cussed relations between the Com- 
monwealth and the continent. The 
conference sessions are closed. 
His talk touched on the West- 
ern Union, Germany, Austria, 
Greece and Spain. The ministers 
gave him an “extremely friendly 
hearing, followed by a question 
period, an informed source said. 
A British source said Bevin 
told the ministers Britain was 
“going slow” with regard to Spain. 
Britain, along with other United 
Nations members, recalled its am- 
bassador to Spain following a 
U.N. General Assembly resolution 
in December 1946, recommending 
such action as a protest against 
the character of Generalissimo 
Franco’s Government. 

Bevin’s Statements. 
Delegates said Bevin made 
these statements: 

1. Britain is trying to inte- 
grate Germany with western 
Europe, to keep it from being 
isolated and to keep it from 
being attracted to Russia. 

2. Russia is being contained 
in the West and to some extent 
in the Middle East. The minis- 
ters were reported in agree- 
ment that there is no prospect 
of co-operation soon with Rus-. 
sia. 

3. Spain to the world’s masses 
is a symbol of totalitarianism. 
Co-operation with Spain would 
lose the support to the masses 
to Russia. 


Backed by Nehru. 

Nehru strongly backed the Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary in his re- 
marks on Spain. The foreign 
ministers agreed the democracies 
should “go slow” with Spain. 

The Canadian Minister of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, Lester B. Pearson, 
cautioned the Commonwealth na- 
tions not to let irritation with 
United States methods cause 
them to overlook the “great 
underlying good” the United 
States was trying to do in its 
foreign program. 

Canada, said Pearson, was pre- 
pared to stand “short term” in- 
conveniences which might be 
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the government of Premier Josip 
(Tito) Broz. .

LOS ANGELES CRIME 
WAVE ‘APPALLING,’ 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 13 (UP) — 
A grand jury report said today 
that Los Angeles is suffering an 

appalling and fearsome” crime 
wave, but Mayor Fletcher Bowron 
said the picture painted by the 
jury was “rather mild.” 

The survey, submitted by Fore- 
man Harry Lawson and 18 fel- 
low-jurors as the 1949 panel was 
discharged,.cited an “alarming in- 
crease” in unsolved murders and 
other major crimes. This shows 
“ineffectiveness in law enforce- 
ment. agencies and the courts that 
— not be tolerated,” the jury 
said. 

Bowron said this was practical- 
ly a re-statement of the jury’s in- 
terim report made in the fall. In 
defense of law enforcement agen- 
cies, the answered that the city’s 
record of unsolved crimes is low- 
er, percentage-wise, than that of 
any city in the United States of 
similar size. 

On the whole, the mayor said, 
the report was “rather mild” and 
“all for the good.” “Everybody 
can stand some criticism,” he said.

The report, first of a series of 
four soon to be submitted to the 
Congressional joint committee on 
the economic report, does not in 
terms say that in 1951 the budget 
should be balanced but Douglas, 
a loyal Fair Dealer, was pinned 
down at a press conference at 
which the report was released to 
concede that this was implicit in 
the general principles enunciated 
in the report. 

Earlier this week President 
Truman had submitted to Con- 
gress a 1951 budget of 42.5 bil- 
lion in which a deficit of five bil- 
lion was estimated. 

“I think Congress can balance 
it,” Douglas said. “I think we can 
take three billion more out of it, 
and I think the Treasury underes- 
timated the revenue. If conditions 
are as good as we expect them to 
be, we ought to get two billion 
more than the estimate.” 

Major Proposals. 

Major proposals of the subcom- 
mittee, in addition to those deal- 
ing with the budget were: 

Give the Federal Reserve 
Board power, in periods of 
prosperity, to contract the sup- 
ply of money and credit, even 
if that means a significant in- 
crease in the cost of servicing 
the federal debt. , 

Give the Federal Reserve 
Board, and not the Treasury, 
primary power and responsibili- 
ty for regulating credit supply 
and interest rates. 

Make all banks subject to the 
reserve requirements of Feder- 
al Reserve member banks. 

Stop buying silver for mone- 
tary purposes. 

Create a national monetary 
and credit council, with the 
chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers 
as its chairman, to co-ordinate 
the policies of all government 
agencies which lend money and 
guarantee loans as well as those 
of the Treasury, Federal Re- 
serve System and Comptroller 
of the Currency. 

Views Agree With Eccles’s. ¢ 
These were the principal 

recommendations. On other mat- 
ters taken up by the committee in 
the course of its hearings last 
summer and fall, it ae fur- 
ther study before action. 

Of major interest are the first 
three of the recommendations as 
set out here. They involve the 
controversial questions of a bal- 
anced budget or deficit financing 
in these years of prosperity, and 
the pulling and hauling between 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
and Marriner Eccles, member of 
the Board of Governors of the 
Federal Reserve and its former 
chairman, over interest rates. 

Implicitly the report says that 
the federal budget should be bal- 
anced now; explicitly it says 
Eccles'’s views are sound and Sny- 
der's are not. 

In dealing with the budget as- 
pects of the report, Douglas, who 
formerly taught economics at the 
University of Chicago, and is a 
former president of the American 
Economic Association, at first 
sought to avoid applying to the 
immediate situation the doctrine 
set out in the report saying the 
report dealt with principles, and 
not with specific problems. 

He was similarly coy in refer- 
ring to the Snyder-Eccles contro- 
versy, and spoke of the report as 
concerned with ideas, not with 
personalities, but ended up by 
saying: “Yes, I find myself in 
s@bstantial agreement with Mr. 
Eccles, if you want to descend to 
that level.” 

Deficit in Depressions. 

In budget matters, the report 
accepts, as a corollary to budget 
surpluses in times of prosperity, 
budget deficits in times of depres- 
sion. It points out that this ar- 
rangement serves as an automatic 
brake on wide swings toward de- 
pression or inflation, thereby con- 
tributing to stability. 

“In a depression period, when 
production, prices and employ- 
ment are declining,” the report 
says, “and when there is a con- 
siderable amount of unutilized 
eapital and labor, a government 
deficit, financed by bank created 
credit, will help to offset the de- 
cline in the total volume or pur- 
chasing power. It will thereby 
make a depression less severe and 
can help to further a revival of 
production and employment. 

“Conversely, in a period of high 
employment, when both the labor 
force and the capital structure 
are being utilized, a governmental 
deficit financed by the creation 
of additional monetary purchas- 
ing power, does not increase real 
national income, which is the 
total output of goods and services. 
It merely adds more money and 
credit with which to buy the exist- 
ing supply of goods. 

“The effect of deficits at such 
times is to raise the price level, 
and to divert to government uses 
resources which otherwise would 
be used for private purposes.” 

The mere existence of govern- 
ment surpluses or deficits in- 
evitably affects the economy 
whether they are planned or not, 
the report says. For that reason

has no control over the dominant 
factor in such regulation. 

This conflict in interest of the 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve 
System is a major reason for the

N THE Federal Bureau of In-

story of a German-born Ameri- 
can who became a hero in the 
capture of the largest spy ring in 
history of the nation. He is 
recorded only by a fictitious name

gave him. 
The story of “Harry Sawyer” 


was not an important man. He 
was an ordinary guy who had- 
reached his 40s with the average 
man’s income, worries and ail- 
ments. i 

As the S.S. Deutschland docked 
at Hamburg, he was standing at 
the railing—a tall, thin man in a 
neat American topcoat. 


In a few minutes he would be 
on German soil again. But Saw- 
yer wasn’t thinking about that. 
He was thinking of his mother. 
Mama lived in Mulheim, where 
he had been born. She was alone 
and nearing the end of her life. 
Maybe this would be the last time 
he would see her. There were all 


-those rumors of war. 


Mama would never leave Mul- 
heim, and he didn't want to stay 
in Germany. He had his. Ameri- 
can citizenship papers now and he 
felt “at home” in his adopted 
country. 

He had entered the United 
States as an immigrant ten years 
before and had worked as a me- 
chanic. His last job had been 


neutral referee. 

Monetary Policy. 
The report expresses its recom- 
mendations on monetary policy in 
these terms: 

“Timely flexibility toward easy 
credit at some times, and credit 
restriction at other times, is an 
essential characteristic of a mone- 
tary policy that will promote eco- 
nomic stability rather than in- 
stability. 

“The vigorous use of a restric- 
tive monetary policy as an anti- 
inflation weapon has been inhib- 
ited since the war by considera- 
tions relating to holding down the 
yields and supporting the prices 
of United States Government se- 
curities. 
“As a long-run matter, we favor 
interest rates as low as they can 
be without inducing inflation, for 
low interest rates stimulate capi- 
tal investment. But we believe 
that the advantages of avoiding 
inflation are so great, and that a 
restrictive monetary policy can 
contribute so much toward this 
end, that the freedom of the Fed- 
eral Reserve to restrict credit and 
raise interest rates for general 
stabilization purposes should be 
restored, even if the cost should 
prove to be a significant increase 
in service charges on the federal 
debt and a greater inconvenience 
to the Treasury in its sale of se- 
curities for new financing and re- 
funding’ purposes.” 
e committee proposes that 
Congress should instruct both the 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve 
regarding the objectives of mone- 
tary and debt-management poli- 
cies, and the division of authority 
in execution of those policies. 
Proposed Instructions. 

“These instructions should ac- 
complish their purpose,” the re- 
port continues, if they provide, in 
effect that: 

1. In determining and admin- 
istering policies relative to 
money, credit, and management 
of the federal debt, the Treas- 
ury and the Federal Reserve 
shall be guided primarily by 
considerations relating to their 
effects on employment, produc- 
tion and purchasing power, and 
such policies shall be consistent 
with and shall promote the pur- 
poses of the Employment Act of 
1946. . 

2. It is the will of Congress 
that primary power and respon- 
sibility for regulating the sup- 
ply, availability and cost of 
credit in general shall be vested 
in the duly constituted authori- 
ties of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and that Treasury actions 
relative to money, credit, and 
transactions in the federal debt 
shall be made consistent with 
the policies of the Federal Re- 
serve.”

At Gassner’s request, Sawyer 
registered at the Hotel Handel- 
shof in Mulheim. He had two 
more meetings with him. 


On the evening before the sec- 
ond he carefully tucked his 
American passport in his coat 
‘pocket.

It is this story of how they 
became so important in the clash 
between dollar and sterling oil, 
and why they have failed to oper- 
ate, which this correspondent 
tells. It was not easy to assemble. 
If you approach official quarters 
and gingerly mention “dollar oil,” 
you are assured immediately that 
the problem is so complicated and 
difficult that it would be better 
not to touch it. But if you dig 
long and deep enough, the prob- 
lem turns out to be not so much 
difficult as perhaps embarrdssing 
to some people. 

For the gloves have come off. 
The situation is assuming all the 
appearances of a world-wide Brit- 
ish-American conflict over oil 
markets and sources. It came into 
the open last month in the form 
of two memoranda produced for 
British-American oil talks which 
are going on in Washington. 

British Statement. 

The British Ministry of Fuel 
and Power led with a statement 
issued on Dec. 20. This produced 
a set of figures which are worth 
noting carefully. The statement 
explained that the sterling area’s 
drain of dollars was larger as a 
consequence of oil imports and 
oil trading than on account of any 
other commodity imported. 

It was estimated that in 1950 
Britain and the sterling area 
would lose $625,000,000 on this 
account. More than half of this 
loss would result from the im- 
port of 13,000,000 tons of oil pur- 
chased from United States com- 
panies operating in the sterling 
area. These would cost $350,000,- 
000. 

Then came the shrewd blow. 
The ministry said that in the last 
year production of sterling oil by 
British companies had increased 
to 80,000,000 tons, which was 
more than the sterling area could 
consume on its present rationed 
basis or sell in existing markets

Looking ahead, Marshall’s re- 
port says: 

“If the choice, for the United 
States, were the simple one of 
holding Formosa or letting it go, 
the answer would be undebatable. 
The rub is in attendant circum- 
stances.” 

The report says there are “six 
theoretically possible courses in 
regard to Formosa,” including 
staying out and letting the Na- 
tionalists try to hold it with what 
they have. 

“The most optimistic estimates 
I have seen,” it says, “are to the 
effect that the Nationalists might 
hold on in Formosa for another 
18 months. ‘The most pessimistic 
I have noted sets the outer limit 
at six months.”

sus of the American oil industry, 

American oil firms point to 
'Sweden and Argentina where 
Britain has bilateral agreements 
which prevent American compa- 
nies from selling oil there, and 
to Japan where British companies 
are endeavoring to do the same. 

Oil Journal Warns. 

The American Oil Forum, which 
speaks for much of the American 
oil industry, has gone even fur- 
ther. It warns the British that 
the chain reaction of the new pol- 
icy “may be as dangerous to ster- 
ling economy as an atomic explo- 
sion.” If the British persist, their 
carefully balanced foreign ex- 
change structure might collapse, 
it concludes.

Case Study of a Parole 


Now that the paroling of a confessed child- 
molester has been stopped by an aroused public, 
how can it be prevented from happening again? 

The investigation proposed by the president 
of the St. Louis Bar Association, R. Forder 
Buckley, should not be called off because of the 
revocation. To the contrary, it should be pur- 
sued with renewed zeal in view of Judge Mur- 
phy’s tacit admission, in revoking the parole, 
The misguided 
parole for Jeff Crenshaw should be made the 
occasion for a thorough inquiry into the weak- 
nesses of parole procedures that made it pos- 
sible. Only so can the public be protected 
against similar future occurrences. ; 


One line of investigation was suggested whén 
Judge Murphy revoked Crenshaw’s plea of 
guilty at the same time that he revoked the 
parole, thus opening the way to a new hearing 
of the case. Why was the plea connected with 
the parole in the Judge’s mind? Surely the 
parole cannot have been promised to the de- 
fendant as an inducement to plead guilty, yet a 
suspicion that such was the case is bound to 
persist in many minds until investigation dis- 
closes another reason. 


Weaknesses in the parole system show up, 
through the Crenshaw case, at almost every step. 


Judge Murphy held no open hearing on the 
parole application in his court, as the best prac- 
tice would have required. Parents of the chil- 
dren wronged by Crenshaw had no opportunity 
to express themselves on his application for 
parole. Neither did the two crime prevention 
officers who investigated the man. If the judge 
consulted psychiatric specialists there is no pub- 
lic record of it. After he paroled Crenshaw the 
fact did not become publicly known for more 
than a week. 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of the FBI, says 
“misplaced leniency, parole or probation, or in- 
adequate laws should not be allowed to release” 
the sex offender “to strike again.” That applied 
to Crenshaw. “The sex offender,” Mr. Hoover 
goes on, “must be dealt with before his urges 
explode into horrible crime. Almost invariably 
he gives warning of his propensities and should 
be placed under observation at that time.” 
Crenshaw had been. giving warning for four 
months that the police knew about, in the cases 
of four children who testified against him, and, 
according to neighbors, also in other cases. 


Could parole be an appropriate means of 
keeping propensities like those within bounds? 
Mr. Miller says his office has “a poor'way” of 
checking up on what parolees are doing. Even 
with the best way of checking up, parole cannot 
be nearly as constant a watch as police surveil- 
lance. And police chiefs said in a recent study 
of sex crimes in New York State that “effective 
surveillance of these potential menaces is im- 
possible.” In Missouri, arson and first-degree 
robbery are by law non-parolable offenses. Is 
.the sex pervert who debauches children easier 
to control than the robber and the arsonist? 


The Crenshaw case should be an object lesson 
to public conscience. It should produce an at- 
tack on the faults of the parole system on the 
broadest front. Such a reform will help insure 
maximum protection for children.

The peoples of Asia are separated from the 
western world by more than distance and time. 
The great gulf in thought, in approach to world 
problems, and to the specific problem of what 
to do about Asia, was sharply delineated by 
three statements which were published on the

Expressing the views of the Aid-to-China 
clique of the Republican party, Senator Taft 
argued that the United States should’ use its 
Navy to protect Formosa and contain Commu- 
nism.

Even a victory for Communism in Indo- 
china would, as far as the fight against 
Communism in the East is concerned, be 
a lesser evil than the continued operation 
of French imperialism in that country. 

In Asian eyes, in other words, the first neces- 
sity, if Communism is to be contained, is to end 
western imperialism. Yet the imperialist policy 
of using the United States Navy is exactly the 
course urged by Senator Taft and the Republi- 
cans with whom he is aligned. 

Significantly, the Asian members of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth and Britain herself, whose 
colonial policies have been more enlightened 
than its critics admit, have recognized the Chi- 
nese Communists.

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Prompt Study Is in Order 


The Municipal Airport Commission makes no 
mistake in taking up for consideration a pro- 
posal for a.preliminary study of the cost of 
developing the Parks airport at Cahokia, on the 
Illinois side of the river. 

The Darst Administration has already de- 
clared its interest in the.possibility of develop- 
ing the Parks site as part of St. Louis’ municipal 
airport system. It has long been indicated that 
sooner or later some site on the Illinois side, 
adjacent to downtown St. Louis would need to 
be developed in order to facilitate air passenger 
and mail service in and out of the main business 
and hotel district. 

Not until an adequate study is made will the 
Airport Commission know the probable cost of 
developing the Parks field. And not until it 
knows the cost will the commission be able to 
present the proposal on its full merits to the 
community. 

Such a survey also should be expected to re- 
port the facts on the effect of East St. Louis’ 
smoke on visibility at Parks. How much of the 
time is Parks field obscured by smoke pall when 
other sites.are clear? The facts themselves 
could very well be a factor in inducing East St. 
Louis to adopt an anti-smoke ordinance such as 
the one which has done so much to clear up the 
air of St. Louis. bg 

Meantime, the question of a new bridge from 
Cahokia to South St. Louis has come to the 
fore. Last summer, the village of Cahokia pro- 
posed a bridge, under its sponsorship, from Ca- 
hokia to the foot of Chippewa street. Now a 
group representing St. Clair county proposes a 
bridge whose Missouri approach would be at 
Miami street, about two blocks north of 
Chippewa. 

This is a matter for the new Bi-State Develop- 


. ment Agency. Is such a bridge needed? If so, 


where should it be built? Who should build it? 
At last the St. Louis area has an agency whose 
duty it is to consider such questions on an area- 
wide basis. The East St. Louis bridge, now half 
completed, is the last one which ever should be 
built at St. Louis without full consideration by 
competent reviewers of its site, traffic potential 
and design.

But this should not obscure Commerce 
Secretary Sawyer’s warning that not enough new 
jobs are being opened up in the United States. 
There were about 3,500,000 unemployed, on the 
average, in 1949; and that is not a figure just to 
be shrugged off. 

There is danger of such indifference because 
the 58,700,000 who were employed during the 
year came close to the all-time record of 1948. 
Here was proof that even in peace the United 
States has shown itself to be, for all practical 
purposes, a 60,000,000-job nation. Yet as the 
population increases, job opportunities also must 
increase if economic trouble is to be avoided. 


It is an old theory that population and jobs 
keep in step more or less automatically. It is a 
persuasive theory, too. .Since more people need 
more goods and services, why shouldn’t there be 
more jobs? The gist of .Secretary Sawyer’s 
warning, however, is that during the last year 
the theory did not work out. People multiplied 
more rapidly than jobs. 


If this represents merely a lag, unemployment 
compensation probably can take care of it. If 
new jobs are in the making, there is not much 
to worry about. But if this year’s figures are 
the first sign of a trend back.toward a high de- 
gree of joblessness in the United States, then 
there had better be some purposeful worrying 
all around. It is much too early to assume the 
worst, but one practical step is possible. 


That is to scrutinize very carefully efforts 
being made in various states to cut down unem- 
ployment compensation. So far as this is con- 
cerned with the elimination of chiselers, it is all 
to the good. But where it represents only a 
blind effort to economize, it may be dangerous. 
It might cost much more in human suffering 
and business slow-down than it is worth. 


If employment manages to keep pace, benefits 
will not be a serious drain. If it does not, it 
will be well to have the most effective immedi- 
ate palliative ready for use at full strength. 
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Alaska in the Budget 


Alaskan appropriations of $185,000,000 which 
President Truman is asking for in his budget 
are certainly none too much. These relatively 
few millions will go to make the United States’ 
most vulnerable outpost more defensible, and to 
create something better than poverty and priva- 
tion out of its potentially rich resources. 


One of the major items in the budget figure 
is for construction of roads and reconstruction 
of the Alaska Railroad. If the country should 
ever be called on to defend Alaska, and to de- 
fend itself through the defense of Alaska, roads 
will be indispensable—roads between the United 
States and Alaska, roads from one part of Alaska 
to another. Yet the highway connecting the 
United States and Alaska is primitive, and there 
are fewer highways within Alaska than in the 
tiny state of Delaware. 

The railroad is also of critical strategic value, 
and the heavier rails, the new shops being built 
at Fairbanks and the terminal improvements 
there would be worth many times their cost in 
event of an emergency. 

Other major items are for health, education and 
welfare, including the construction of hospitals, 
schools, electric and telephone systems, water 
and sewage systems. Alaska has little more than 
an elementary school system, and a svattered 
one at that. Its health problems are acute, its 
tuberculosis death rate shameful. In peace times 
these conditions are a national disgrace. In war 
times they could be a national debacle, for the 
defense of the territory can be no stronger than 
the people who live there, on whom defenders 
would have to rely for many forms of assistance 


When the economizers get down to Alaska on 


‘the budget, they would do well to realize that 


the best way to use money economically at this 
stage of the game in Alaska is to use quite a 
fair amount of it.

I am very pleaséd to see the way the 
Post-Dispatch is attacking child molesta- 
tion.

I would like to relate an experience of 
my own in the hope that it might be of 
help to parents who live in fear for their 
children’s safety. 

Seventeen years ago, when I was 10 
years old, I was sexually attacked by a boy 
some years older. The boy was employed 
by my parents to baby-sit with me and my 
younger brothers. I suppose that my par- 
ents thought that at that tender age I was 
not yet ready for sex instruction, but I 
had learned some of the “facts of life” 
from my schoolmates. The boy who baby- 
sat with us threatened to kill me if I 
ever told anyone what had happened. 

I shall never forget the real hell that I 
went through at that time. I was terrified 
of the boy and terrified of what my par- 
ents would say if they ever found out. 
Too, I was sure that I was pregnant. I 
didn’t realize that I was too young to 
have conceived a child. 

For months I worried, fearing tu tell 
anyone, and in mortal terror of each occa- 
sion my parents wished to go out for fear 
they would again hire the young man to 
sit with us. As it happened, there was a 
high school girl who took over the job. 
My parents may have had reason to sus- 
pect the boy, but it was never mentioned 


Oo me. 
To this day I have never completely re- 
covered from the revulsion that I felt for 
sexual relations. I married and had two 
children, but my marriage ended in di- 
vorce, and while there were other reascns 
for this break, I feel that my attitude to- 
ward sex was largely responsible. 
Perhaps I lay too much stress on this 
particular incident in my life, but if it did 
have any bearing on my present unwhole- 
some attitude toward sex, and if such in- 
cidents could have such lasting effects on 
other children, I am extremely grateful to 
you for helping to make this world a bet- 
ter place for our children to live in.

A Case of Mob Rule 


I hold no brief for Jeff Crenshaw. I do 
not know and had never heard of the man 
until he broke into print charged with the 
most odious conduct.

I wonder, however, how 
many people have stopped to think and 
consider the even more serious implica- 
tions behind the tempest this case has 
raised. 

When, in some distant state, masked 
hoodlums storm some jail, and over the 
half-hearted resistance of law officers, 
seize some cringing culprit and wreak bru- 
tal vengeance on him, our St. Louis papers 
and our nice people raise self-righteous 
eyes to heaven in horror. A mob is a mob 
whether they hail from Kerry Patch or 
Quality Hill. With hearsay information and 
without a hearing,«-they assailed the hon- 
or, impugned the integrity, and howled 
down the decision of Judge Murphy and 
his court. By printed word, by mail, by 
phone, and no doubt in person, they have 
condemned his decision with bitterness and 
passion, crying not for justice but for 
vengeance. 

In a duly constituted court of law; pre- 
sided over by a duly constituted judge; 
aided by the attorneys for the people and 
for the defendant and officers of the court, 
the case of Jeff Crenshaw was pondered 
without rancor and without passion. It was 
the considered judgment of these men that 
justice and society were best served by 
their combined decision. 

Then came the roar of the mob, and 
Judge Murphy washed his hands unctuous- 
ly and delivered to them their victim to be 
“placed in jeopardy for a second time.”

An Up-to-Date Spy Story 


THE RIM OF TERROR, by Hildegarde Tolman Teithet. 
(Coward-McCann, Inc., New York, 250 pgs., $2.75.) 
Spy novels are not generally noted for 

the depth of their feeling, the moving char- 

acter of their passion, or the excellence of 
their prose, and “The Rim of Terror” is no 
exception. 

Nevertheless, in spite of these most ob- 
vious deficiencies of style and content, 
Mrs. Teilhet’s third novel—cast from the 
same mold as her first two—is a corking 
good spy thriller. 

“The Rim of Terror” is in the best tra- 
dition of E. Phillips Oppenheim and Man- 
ning Coles and, in addition, is as timely 
as current rumors that Communist-inspired 
undercover agents are operating in the 
United States. It is with these activities 
—those of the so-called “Left Arm’’—that 
the novel deals.

RTHUR ALDEN was working on my ear. Suddenly he removed 
A his instrument of torture, set his head-mirror at a jaunty angle 

and began to address me as though I were a public meeting. 
The subject of the lecture was the controversy over national health. 
Dr. Alden paid his respects to the extremists of the A.M.A. and then 
he paid even more fervent respects to Oscar Ewing, head of the 
FSA, advocate of national health insurance. 

“Why don’t you let me show you the answer to America’s 
health problem?” he asked. “It’s right around the corner on 
Pine street.” He was referring to the Labor Health Institute at 
1127 Pine, of which he is chief 
of staff. “The LHI,” he said, 
“gives wage-earners the best pos- 
sible medical care. It doesn’t lean 
on government and, at the same 
time, *it departs from the old 
family physician method of treat- 
ing disease.” 

So we went around the cor- 
ner to the LHI, which occupies 
several remodeled floors in an 
old building. Here a large staff 
of doctors and dentists, equipped 
with ail the modern gadgets, 
takes care of the health needs 
of some 8000 persons. You can 
go in there with anything from a 
busted toe to a brain tumor and 
get expert attention. What is Harold Gibbons 
perhaps more important, since. 
the clinic is more interested in preventive health care than in re- 
pairing damage already done, you can find out how to fend off 


trouble. 
* * * 


AT LHI, ARTHUR ALDEN introduced me to Dr. Elmer Rich- 
man, the medical director, Harold Gibbons of the Warehouse Union 
and others. The idea for the clinic grew out of talks within the 
union. Gibbons went to Richman and asked him if he could set 
up a group-practice plan to give high-grade medical service to 
his union members. Richman said he could. Gibbons’ union then 
negotiated a contract with employers to finance the clinic by 
paying 3% to 5 per cent of the pay of covered employes. Was 
this actuarially sound? The statistical experts said Yes. 

So LHI is a going and thriving concern. It handles any kind 
of illness or ailment of the warehouse union members. It takes care 
of maternity cases. It pays hospital bills. In the case of tuber- 
culosis, it pays all expenses up to entrance of the patient in a sana- 
torium and then it provides $100 a year. Surgical operations are 
free. So are emergency calls to patients who need attention in their 
homes. And all LHI members are urged to have thorough annual 
checkups as a preventive measure. 

eS 3 | 

ALDEN, RICHMAN AND GIBBONS are steamed up about the 
success of the clinic, and are inclined to talk all at once to the 
inguiring visitor. While they were bending my ear in Richman’s 
office, a man from New York walked in to say he had been 
sent by the International Ladies’ Garment Union to find out 
about LHI, I pricked up my ears and asked what LHI has got 
that New York hasn't got. He said LHI is regarded as “unique.” 
That's a big word. 

It appears that, while there are many group practice clinics 
in the country, LHI has the distinction of setting up service as 
the basis of a collective bargaining contract, and of providing 
‘more complete care. For instance, the HELGU has a clinic which 
diagnoses ailments, but stops there. The New York man wanted

BY THIS TIME, the clinic was swarming with patients who 
had come in after work. Having heard the head men’s story, 
wanted to hear what the patients had to say. So I gathered six 
or eight of them in a private office and asked for their gripes. 
They looked at me as though they thought I was a little cracked. 
The first man said: “Bud, a year ago I was paralyzed from the 
neck down and couldn’t even talk. I’m on the job again and 


LHI did it.” A young fellow who plays union baseball told me 
about a successful operation on his nose, and how he got at- | 
tention for baseball injuries like torn ligaments. A Negro told | 
how LHI had repaired his crippling varicose veins, and began | 
a long recital of what the clinic had done for others. 

There was a father with two boys there who was likewise 
lyrical and said his only complaint was that he wanted LHI to 
spread out and acquire its own hospital. I was told about a/ 
man who was given a brain operation by LHI that he never | 
could have paid for otherwise. A woman, otherwise enthusiastic, | 
said she sometimes could not get her own LHI doctor on home 
calls. When I kept asking for gripes, and got nowhere, I gave 
up and adjourned the meeting. 


BACK IN HAROLD GIBBONS’ OFFICE, he and Lou Berra, 
the business manager, offered to show me the .complaint file. 
It contained letters in which patients—in the immemorial manner 
of patients—differed from the doctors’ diagnosis. There were let- 
ters complaining about having to wait too long. (The waiting 
time, through an appointment method, now averages about 15 
minutes.) And so on. ° 

At LHI, there is no segregation. There were plenty of Ne- 
groes there and, to round out the picture, an Oriental secretary. 
The mingling of races hasn't caused the slightest friction. As 
part of LHI “uniqueness” is the fact that it is apparently the only 
clinic of its kind to incorporate dental care and to place dentists 
on an absolute equality with physicians. 

One of the big events in LHI is a staff meeting where 
doctors—and dentists—get together each week to discuss problem 
cases. Harold Gibbons say: it is a most interesting show as the 
staff bats ideas back and forth. Incidentally, the doctors and 
dentists are paid handsomely for their services and are even 
paid for the time they spend in these staff meetings. In the 
highest bracket, if a doctor spent 40 hours a week at LHI, he. 
could make about $30,000 a year. 

* * * 

I GATHER THE EMPLOYERS, who foot the bill for LHI, 
have their noses a little out of joint because it is regarded as a 
union achievement. But the answer to this is that the idea was 
originated by the union and was put into effect by collective 
bargaining. Moreover, the employers benefit by the improvement 
in the well-being of their employes. 

Arthur Alden, at the end of a long afternoon. stuck his head- 
mirror in his back pocket. “It’s the only halo I'll ever get,” he 
said. I wanted to ask him one more question. “Suppose a fellow 
gets drunk and needs medical attention. What happens?” Alden 
said: “Well. if he needs treatment we'll give it to him.

The collection of Lindbergh 
trophies in Jefferson Memorial in 
Forest Park continues to be one 
of the city’s major attractions for 
tourists, having been visited by 
an estimated 15,000,000 persons 
since it first was placed on view 
in June 1927. 

In the intervening years the 
collection has lost much of its 
identity as a symbol of world- 


| Brothers Memorial Trophy for 
1949 — presented to the veteran 
aviator in Washington by the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association “for 
important public service of en- 
durable value to aviation in the 
United States.” There now are 
more than 15,000 articles in the 
collection, gifts to Lindbergh 
from 69 nations and the 48 states. 


Average Weekly Attendance. 


According to Miss Esther Muel- 
ler, curator of the Lindbergh col- 
lection since 1935, 3000 or more 
persons view the collection each 
week. The largest attendance is 
at times when the weather is good 
and there are large conventions 
in the city, particularly those of 
veterans’ organizations. It attracts 
large school groups from out of 
town. Most visitors are tourists. 
St. Louisans seem to get there 
only when at out-of-town visitor 
brings them. Men outnumber 
women visitors by two to one. 

Today’s attendance is steady, 
but it is unspectacular when com- 
pared to the collection’s early 
days. On June 25, 1927, the first 
day the trophies were on view, 
15,000 persons saw them; 80,000 
saw the collection in 10 days, 
3,000,000 in the next two years 
and 2,000,000 more in the two 
years after that.

BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 13—Bob 
Cousy is an All-America and the 
Holy Cross team is No. 1 in the 
nation so far as the St. Loujs Uni- 
versity Billikens were concerned 
as they headed for the peace and 
quiet of today’s vacation at Niaga- 
ra Falls. 

In one of the soundest thrash- 
ings a postwar basketball team 
wearing the St. Louis blue and 
white ever received, the sparkling 
Cousy and his just as flashy give- 
and-go mates defeated the Billi- 
kens 69 to 55 last night at the 
Boston Garden. 

The Billikens should be the first 
to admit that Holy C is an un- 
defeated college basketball team 
that is not overrated and the Cru- 
saders, considering St. Louis their 
last major obstacle, held high 
hopes of going through the re- 
mainder of.their 27-game sched- 
ule without a setback. 

Cousy to See "Em Through. 
The winning streak of the Cross 
now has gone to 12 consecutive 
triumphs and they will have their 
great Cousy with them for the re- 
mainder of the season, contrary to 
St. Louis followers’ earlier im- 
pression that Cousy would gradu- 
ate at the end of the semester. 
Looking as much the miracle 
man of the age as his most enthu- 
siastic supporters would rate him 
in present day college basketball, 
the sleight - of - hand, spring- 
muscled Cousy scored 15 points 
against the Billikens, five points 
under his average for the season 
going into this game. 

But it wasn’t or isn’t his point 
total that makes him great.

Minors’ Action 
On Bonus Slap 
At Chandler 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13 (AP)— 


|Failure of the minor leagues to 


repeal the much-debated bonus 
rule was construed by some base- 
ball people today as a slap at 
Commissioner A. B.. Chandler. 
Although the repeal advocators 
picked up one more ballot than 


they had in Baltimore last month 
when 32 of the 59 minor leagues 
voted to junk the regulation, it 
ok left 25 in favor of ‘the rule 

and opposed to Chandler’s way 
thinking. 


It was the commissioner who 
actually forced a second vote by 


cast the deciding vote—in favor 
of repeal—when the National and 
American leagues found them- 
selves hopelessly deadlocked last 
December. 

The American had voted to re- 

peal by a 5-3 vote. The National 
decided to retain the rule by a 
one-sided 6-2 margin. That left 
it up te Chandler. The latter, 
after a long and earnest talk with 
the 16 club owners, appeared con- 
fident then that the minors, most- 
ly major league-owned, would re- 
verse its previous ruling. The re- 
sult certainly would come under 
the heading of a surprise to the 
commissioner. 
* One baseball official, who asked 
not to be identified, said the vote 
proved to him that the minors 
were not afraid to oppose the 
majors and the commissioner, if 
necessary. 

“I don’t see how Chandler can 
do anything but go along with 
the owners,” he said. “And that 
goes for the majors as well as the 
minors. After all, he forced the 
repeal ruling down ‘the throats of 
the major league owners. Actually 
they voted 9 to 7 in favor of the 
bonus rule. 

“Why did Chandler ask for an- 
other vote anyway? The minors 
ought to know their own busi- 
ness. The minors put the rule in 
in the first place.” 

The spokesman said he doubted 
whether Chandler could reverse 
the ruling of the minors. 

“All the commissioner can do 
is ask for another vote,” he said. 
“He cannot pass any legislation. 
It states so plainly in his con- 
tract.” 

The baseball man scoffed at re- 
ports that the bonus law was il- 
legal and tha baseball was flirting 
with another court suit. 

“I’ve talked to several lawyers 
about that,” he said, “and they 
all agreed that there is nothing 
illegal about it. After all, nobody 
forces a boy to become a bonus 
player. No pressure is put on him. 
He can take the $6000 instead of 
the $60,000.”

What's a One-Two Punch? 


HAT’S a one-two punch? 

Yes, the version of the 

modern boxer and the box- 
ing fan will be a lefthand punch 
followed by a righthand blow. 
So, probably we'll just have to 
Settle for that. But that’s not 
the original meaning of the ex- 
pression. It meant, among the 
old-time fighters, two punches 
delivered in succession to the 
body and to the head with the 
left hand. 


Tommy Sullivan was watch- 
ing Willie Pep work out with 
a boy named Joe Hennigson at 
the St. Louis Gym and he no- 
ticed the champion deliver that 
kind of an attack. 


“That was a real swell one- 
two,” Tommy said, “the kind 
the old-timers all used.” 


And then the argument was 
on. 

“What's a one-two?” Vic De- 
martino, a stablemate of Pep, 
was asked. 


“Why, it’s a straight left fol- 
lowed by a right,” he answered. 

Joe Parks, former middle- 
weight, was in the crowd watch- 
ing the workout and, incidental- 
ly dodging left hooks as he fol- 
lowed the boxing. He was asked 
about a one-two. 


“It’s a left, then a right,” Joe 
replied, demonstrating. 


And when Pep was finished 
boxing the question was put to 
him and he came back with a 
demonstration similar to that of 
Parks, saying, “You set ’em up 
with your left, then drive with 
your right.” 

Sullivan smiled and remarked 
that in his day a boxer would 
hook with his left to the body, 
throwing the punch with the 
shoulder, then bring the glove 
up to the head with hardly a 
pause between the motions. .

Jack Johnson’s Version. 
ND the writer remembered 
A a demonstration by Jack 
Johnson given some years 
ago in the home of friends on 
Whittier street where he was 
visiting. 

Johnson, then 60 years of age 
or thereabouts, was discussing 
the lack of boxing ability of 
present-day boxers and he said, 
disgustedly, “they don’t even 
know what a one-two is, they 
think it’s a left followed by a 

t ” 


Then he stood up to demon- 
strate his version of the one- 
two and, old as he was, he 


moved about the ring with the 


agility of a man half his age 
and showéd how he thought a 
one-two should be delivered. 
And it was a left hook to the 
body and with almost the same 
motion a blow to the head. 

Not so long ago, the subject 
came up in a group of boxing 
fans and there was considerable 
argument about it. And nearly 
all, being young men, agreed 
that it was a left, then a right. 
They scoffed at Johnson's idea 
as being old timey. 

Benny McGovern, now a gray- 
haired executive of a loan com- 
pany, but in his day a very good 
boxer, was questioned and he 
agreed heartily with the pres- 
ent idea. 

So that’s another argument 
which seemed to end in a draw. 
If you were brought up in the 
old school a one-two means two 

unches delivered with the left 
fand, one to the body, then one 
to the head. If you have mod- 
ern ideas the definition is a 
lefthand punch followed by a 
right. 

And now that “ain't” is al- 
most accepted as proper, per- 
haps the old-fashioned idea will 
have to give way with regard 
to the one-two also.

2. The expulsion move may fail 
for lack of voting support. This 
would mean the end of the code 
and probably the end. of the 
N.C.A.A. as a governing force. 

3. There may be a compromise. 
Amendments to the code may be 
made which would enable the 
balking schools to comply. Doubt- 
ful, this would be the happiest 
situation all around. 

Three Squares a Day. 

One of the amendments pro- 
posed is a year-around training 
table, offering athletes three free 
meals a day. At present they get 
only one in season. 

Dr. Colgate Darden Jr., presi- 
dent of the University of Vir- 
ginia and former state Governor, 
said such an amendment might 
enable his school to follow the 
code. 

One of Virginia’s main argu- 
ments against the present system 
is that an athlete cannot play 
football and maintain academic 
standards while holding down an 
off-campus job. 

“It’s entirely too much to ask 
of a boy and we absolutely refuse 
to pay athletes large sums for in- 
consequential jobs,” Darden said. 
“Above all, we want to retain our 
honesty and self-respect.” 

Darden said, even if not ex- 
pelled, Virginia could not remain 
in the N.C.A.A. unless the code 
is changed. 

“We don’t intend to play 
schools complying with the con- 
stitution while we aren’t,” he 
said. “We'd probably get out 


anyhow. 

The Citadel's bolt from the 
N.C.A.A. was announced at the 
fiery meeting of Southern, South- 
eastern and Southwest coaches 
and faculty representatives.

creased oil production by British 
companies in Iran and Venezuela 
--that is, by the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co. and by the Shell group— 
will involve increased dollar loss 
rather than dollar saving. As a: 
result of devaluation alone, the 
dollar drain in Iran was \increased 
by $30,000,000 dollars and that in 
Venezuela by $65,000,000. The 
exception to this rule is the Iraq 
Petroelum Co. in which Ameri- 
can interests hold only a 2334 
per cent interest, where wages 
and upkeep are payable in sterl- 
ing area currency, and where only 
a comparatively small amount of 
royalties has to be paid in the 
gold rate of sterling. 

In the same way, the refinery 
at Haifa is owned jointly by An- 
glo-Iranian and a subsidiary of 
the British Shell Co. The pump- 
ing installations at Kirkuk and 
the intermediary stations to Haifa 
and Tripoli, and the pipelines 
that connect them, were all con- 
structed with British equipment 
which did not require dollar ex- 
penditure. 

The Haifa refinery in its pres- 
ent over-all capacity of 4,000,000 
tons can produce 2,000,000 tens 
of fuel oi!, 800,000 tons of gaso- 
ing of Air Corps personnel, move- 
ments of ships and cargoes.

HE FBI also had set up a 
T short-wave radio station for 
Sawyer near Centerport, Long 
Island.

With all his coaching from 
the G-men he often had to use 
his own resourcefulness in satis- 
fying questions of the spies. Fre- 
quently they asked him about 
the radio station and wanted to 
see it. He turned them off by 
telling them he was working with 
a friend who didn’t want anyone 
to contact him except Sawyer. 

The most ticklish questions on 
the radio came from Roeder, the | 
technical expert, who quizzed him 
about the setup. Sawyer finally 
had to tell him the station was 
out of the picture and he had 
a new outlet by steamship. 

For 16 long months Sawyer 
sweated through his job. Then, 
when agents had all the dope on 
the spies, they cracked down on 
them. In a busy weekend they 
arrested all of them—in their 
homes and at work. :

N court, Duquesne talked glib- 

ly of his early exploits but he 

suffered lapses of memory when 
it came to his World War II ac- 
tivities. He pleaded that he had 
been an inmate in an insane 
asylum. He claimed he couldn’t 
see without his glasses. He delib- 
erately broke the glasses before 
the cross-examination. 

But consternation descended on 
Duquesne and the other’ spies 
when G-men showed movies of 
them with Sawyer. 

Altogether, they were sentenced 
to more than 320 years in prison 
and fined $18,000. 

After the trial, “Sawyer” dis- 
appeared under the protective eye 
of the FBI. Where he lives and 
what he does today is a carefully 
guarded secret.

LQUOR MEN TESTIFY 
AGAINST AD BAN BL 


| Might as Well Prohibit Auto 


Advertising, One Witness 
‘Tells Senators. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
It would be just as reasonable to 
bar automobile advertising be- 
cause of traffic injuries as to bar 
liquor advertising because of some 
abuses, a witness told Congress 
today. . 

He was Emile J. Soucy, execu- 
tive secretary of the New Hamp- 
shire Wholesale Beverage Asso- 
ciation, Manchester, N. H. 
Testifying before the Senate 
Commerce Committee in opposi- 
tion to a bill by Senator Langer 
(Rep.), North Dakota, to bar li- 
guor advertising in interstate 
commerce, Soucy declared: 

“Using as a basis the argu- 
ments that the professional pro- 
hibitionists advance, it would be 
reasonable to consider along with 
S.1847 (the bill to bar liquor ad- 
vertising) prohibition or restric- 
tions of the advertising of auto- 
mobiles, because by the improper 
use of automobiles some 35,000 to 
40,000 persons are killed annually, 
and over a quarter of a million 
others are injured.” 

Soucy added that New Hamp- 
shire has certain restrictions on 
liquor advertising. He pointed 
to this as» an example of how 


liquor advertising can be con- 


necessary. 

Edward L. Flanigan, treasurer 
of the Globe Brewing Co., Balti- 
more, testified that enactment of 
the bill “would be absolutely ruin- 
ous ‘as far as my company is 
concerned, and as far as the brew- 
ing industry in the state of Mary- 
land is concerned.”

LIKE ANY COMMUNITY where all work is 
supposed to be done on a voluntary basis, New 
Harmony soon ran into difficulties under the 
Owen regime.

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The New Films

OR polished and meticulously carved suspense and pene- 
Fe trating and sympathetic insight into the mind of an eight 

year-old boy, “THE FALLEN IDOL,” opening at the 
SHALY OAK THEATER tonight, is a minor masterpiece, and 

the best English film in a long time. 
Graham Greene, one of the best novelists 
now writing, has expanded his short story, 
“The Basement Room,” into the screenplay. 
He has employed all his fine talent for char- 
acterization, mood, subtle trony, and mature, 
sophisticated use of, the melodramatic de- 
| . vices, such as, here the detective investiga- 
tion of a suspected murder and the build-up of tension around 
it. Director Carol Reed has illuminated Greene’s script with 
evocative intelligence, suavity and highly commendable re- 
straint, exacting sharp and superbly under-played characteriza- 
tions from his cast. 

The story is told from the viewpoint of the boy, the son 
of a foreign Ambassador, presumably French, in London. The 
lonely child’s world is focused, probably because his father 
is toe busy to spend much time with him, on the embassy’s 
butler, whom he hero-worships. When the Ambassador de- 
parts over the week-end, the boy is left alone in the huge em- 
bassy with the butler and his ‘nagging, bitter wife. A chain 
of events is started in which the boy is innocently mixed. The 
butler, planning to leave nis wife, meets his inamorata at a 
tea shop and is surprised there by the boy, They take him 
to a zoo, all the while making plans. The wife worms the 
secret from the child, then pretends to visit a relative the 
next day, returning to surprise her husband and the girl at 
the embassy in an adulterous situation. After a violent 
quarrel, the wife falls from a high ledge by the stairway and 
is killed. The boy thinks the butler has pushed and ered 
her. So he lies to protect his idol. His lies make the police 
suspicious and their web closes inexorably about the butler. 
Then, when the butler is about to be freed by fortuitous dis- 
covery of a clue, the boy’s equally frantic efforts to tell the 
truth again bring the shadow of the noose over his friend. 

I thought the screen play a little dull at the start, but 
it quickly became absorbing. Such incidents as the boy prat- 
tling in the grubby Chelsea tea shop while the lovers discuss 
their parting forever with poignant desperation, the slow, 
shrewd probing by the police, the almost unnerving 
at the finish made memorable scenes. ’ . 

Bobby Henrey, the French-English lad who plays his first 
acting role in the film, is the most engaging boy to be seen 
since Coogan and Cooper were little fellows. Ralph Richard- 
son does one of his finest things as the butler, making him a 
very human, sympathetic person in defiance of all rules for 
stage ahd film butlers. Michele Morgan is-her usual sensitive 
and pliant self, and Denis O’Dea, does an equally first rate 
job of the police inspector. 


A Good-Bad Girl 


They had Shelley Winters on exhibition both on screen and 
stage last night at the MISSOURI, with all the ballyhooey of 
a “world premiere” for the film, “SOUTH SEA SINNER.” 

Unfortunately, there wasn’t much to get excited about in 

the movie to justify the hullabaloo. Shelley 
is a well-stacked girl, a fact which the pro- 
ducers made no attempt to conceal/in the 
costumes they supplied, and she does have a 
certain tawdry allure, which made her right 
for character parts, such as the waitress Ron- 
ald Colman dispatched in “A Double Life.” 
But in a major role, with a script crudely 
designed to exploit it, it becomes rather over-blown and tire- 
some, particularly as Shelley hasn't as yet the ability as an 
actress to support it. 

It's hard to decide whether they’re trying to make her 
another Mae West or another Jean Harlow—there are over- 
tones of both in her performance. She’s been given a number 
of tough, slightly suggestive comedy lines of the kind Miss 
West built her reputation on, but hasn't quite the comedy sense 
to make them snap and crackle. The role is a typical Holly- 
wood good-bad girl—a singer in a South Seas dive who wig- 
gies voluptuously as she leers come-on lines in her numbers, 
and is constantly being deported by the various island police, 
yet in private is a pillar of virtue with a heart of gold, one 
who falls hard for a he-man (Macdonald Carey) and then nobly 
gives him back to his society fiancee. When Shelley sacrifices 
her good name to save Carey from a charge of being a Jap 
collaborator during the war, the two men who love her are 
disillusioned and deeply, deeply hurt. As for the plot, it is 
low-grade melodramatic claptrap which I have no intention 
of inflicting on you. 

In her stage appearance, Shelley showed it was a mistake 
for her to wander too far from her director, and her singing 
voice must have suffered a complete change since she “sang” 
in the film. Liberace, the talented night-club pianist who has a 
role in the film, was on hand, however, to give some life to 
the stage show. The stage part of the proceedings was a one- 
night wonder, not to be repeated.

O the adolescent? parents aren't all they ought to be. 
T “For goodness sake, :.om, aren’t you ever gding to 
get out of the horse-and-buggy age?’ Audrey asks her 
mother. . 
“You don’t even know what’s going on nowadays, dad,” 
Joe tells his father. “You're way off the beam.” . 
“Haven't you finished hemming those curtains yet?” Bren- 
da sneers. “What do you qo all day—just sit around and listen 
to the ‘Old Folks at Home’ concert on the radio? You ought 
to see how much work Jane’s mother gets done in half a day.” 
“Well, for Pete's sake, dad, why don’t you read the traffic 
laws?” Ed inquires. “And how many more cars are you going 
to. allow to pass you, before you reach the bottom of the 
hill?” Kathryn interposes with mock solicitude, “Don’t tease 
dad that way, Ed. He thinks he’s driving an ox cart back on 
the Indian reservation.” 
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THIS SORT OF THING—and often much worse—isn’t 
easy for parents to take. Mother sometimes becomes tearful. 
Fathers sometimes retaliate with new forms,of hostility. A 
merry-go-round is started, children heckling parents, parents 
denouncing children, children replying with insults and par- 
ents retorting with punishing.

*  'What shall the parents do about 4t? : 

1. Understand it. Recognize it as something necessary 
(within limits!) to the development of the youngsters. They 
have to break away from home, assert their independence, 
learn to stand on their own feet. If this process is somewhat 
violent, it may be because they have been held down tightly 
and feel it necessary to break the ropes by main strength.

sons, have consulted them in family council, will have much 
less difficulty in later years.

2. BE PATIENT. This does not mean that children should 
be encouraged, or.allowed, to be grossly abusive and insulting. 
They should be taught to be courteous to everyone, to their 
associates, to strangers, even to their own @arents. The best 
way to ensure this is for the parents to set a good example. 

3. Let the youngsters take just as much responsibility as 
they can live up to. If they are treated as adults, they may be 
able to behave as adults. They can’t behave like adults if they 
are continually treated as children. 

4. Finally, remember that this is one difficulty which will 
normally be remedied by time.

aside the election, lost by the 
union. : 

But today the board cast down 
the union objection, reaffirmed 


‘that the union had lost, and, 


soberly pronounced its judgment 
that the tomfoolery had not had 
the effect of interfering with the 
board’s election processes. 

On the day before the election 
and on the day of the election, 
last spring, Berry had appeared 
in the plant, dressed in a Simon 
Legree costume. Flicking his whip 
at no, one in particular as he 
strolled down the aisles between 
the apron making machines, he 
had bellowed: “You must vote; 
you must vote.” 

The employes did vote, and 71 
valid ballots were counted for 
the uuion, against 184 opposed 
to the union. In addition there 
were 49 votes challenged by eith- 
er the union or the management. 

A union witness, Edward C. 
Pearman, a mechanic who keeps 
the apron making machines in 
working condition, gave the most 
detailed description of the Simon 
Legree incident at the hearing 
on the union’s motion to set 
aside the election. He had men- 
tioned Berry’s Simon Legree act, 
and was asked what he meant. 

‘“Any of you gentlemen seen 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin?” Pearman 
asked. “Simon Legree in that. 
He had a long black coat on, with 
white trim, black soft mustache 
coming down to here, boots on, 
and, I think, one of those snapper 
whips. ' 

“Well, I was sitting at a ma- 
chine and heard a commotion, 
and the girls all began to scream 
and laugh and I looked, and I 
saw Mr. Berry. Well, he just 
simply went around and said: 
‘You must vote!’ and he would 
crack the whip down on the table. 
That was the day before the elec- 
tion.” : 
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FLICKING HIS WHIP AT NO ONE-IN PARTICULAR AS HE-STROLLED 
DOWN THE AISLES, HE HAD, BELLOWED, “YOU MUST VOTE." 


On the morning of the election, 
Berry repeated the Simon Legree 
act. Pearman described the en- 
core performance this way: 

“Well, he was dressed a little 
different, or the costume was off. 
I couldn't tell you what he dooked 
like, but he had a hat on, and he 
came the second time the day of 
the election with a slave.” 


The “slave,” it developed, was 
not in blackface, but an employe 
who, the witness said, was “pret- 
ty close to the company.” 

“Mr. Berry went through the 
same motions that he had before, 
but once in a while he- would 
look around him, crack the whip, 
you know, and hit his back while 
he was stooped over like a slave 
would.” 

In reply to the union’s charge 
that the Simon Legree act, along 
with other incidents, constituted 


a pattern of company interfer- 
ence with the free choice of em- 
ployes to vote for or against the 
union, the company filed a brief 
in which it said Berry, as Simon 
Legree, was lampooning not the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
but a cartoon the union had used 
to illustrate an organizing circu- 
lar, in which Berry was depicted 


as a wolf. 
B the hearing, said that’on the 
day of the election he had 
picked up the president of the 
company, Mrs. June Charroin, to 
drive to the plant with her. 
“She had received knowledge 
that they had passed out this 
pamphlet picturing me as a wolf 
with saliva flowing from my 
mouth, and we interpreted it to

“Well, we have a sort of stand- 
ing motto that I never make 
any bones about. We don’t con- 
duct our business like anybody 
else does, and we often joke 
about the fact that you don’t have 
to be crazy to work there, but it 
helps. 

“And so this seemed like—we 
were all pretty well kicked up 
about the suddenness of the elec- 
tion, it was something that af- 
fected everyone in the plant. 


‘“We thought perhaps it was 
time to have a good laugh, not 
at the expense of the National 
Labor Relations Board by any 
means, but just as personal re- 
taliationh to the union for having 
pictured me that way. And so 
before I went to the office I 
rented a costume having the de- 
scription you have received. I 
had a small riding crop in my 
hand, and went into the factory 
entreating the workers to vote in 
the coming election. 

“Since the union's bulletiin had 
pictured me in such a manner, I 
thought I would show the people 
in the plant the real thing.” 

Aside from the Simon Legree 
act, the union complained that 
the company had made a fair 
election impossible by a “bar- 
rage” of speeches over the fac- 
tory’s loud-speaker system within 
the few days immediately before 
the election; by a letter Mrs. 
Charroin addressed to employes 
in which,she told them “You must 
vote”: by providing a bus, deco- 
rated with a large banner reading 
“Vote for Charroin,” to transport 
workers the two and a half blocks 
from the plant to the hotel where 
the polling place had been set up; 
by giving employes an extra 45 
minutes of paid time off to make 
sure they had time to vote, and 
by providing music at the polling 
place—guitar playing and singing 
by an employe known to be op- 
posed to the union. 

The board held the speeches 
and Mrs. Charroin’s letter were 
no more than the free speech for 
employers granted by the Taft- 
Hartley Act—there was no evi- 
dence that either in these 
speeches or in the letter were 
employes told how to vote; the 
emphasis was on getting all em- 
ployes to vote. And none of the 
other activities about which the 
union complained, the NLRB 
held, made it impossible for the 
board to conduct a fair’ election.

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Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HE side that gets the jump 
T on the opponents in Canasta 

by melding first or getting 
the first big pack, can often 
build that advantage into a score 
of several thousand points. This 
is particularly true when both 
sides need big melds—90 or 120— 
to start. 

But the chief charm of the 
game is that nothing is sure, and 
that a player or side can come 
back from an apparently hopeless 
situation. 

Consider the player who, in a 
recent game, held this hand: 


He had just’ drawn, in the 
first round. Both sides need 120, 
and here he was in a position to 
make his initial meld with only 
four cards, the most economical 
meld possible at 120. After meld- 
ing, he would be left with the 


ideal hand for taking an un- 
frozen pack—a wild card plus a 
bunch of unmatched cards. With 
two jokers in his own hand, he 
knew the opponents could not 
easily reach 120 without wreck- 
ing their hands. 

So he melded his two jokers 
and two kings, discarded a black 
three, and would not have traded 
his prospects on this hand for 
less than 2000 points. 

So what happened? Not once 
thereafter did either this “fortu- 
nate” player or his partner draw 
enough matching cards to make 
another meld. The opponents, a 
few rounds later, froze the pack; 
then eventually they got it; they 
melded time after time, eventu- 
ally making seven canastas; and 
they wound up with a 2500-p»int 
net profit instead of a loss. Our 
hero hasn’t stopped moaning yet; 
but probably if such _ things 
couldn't happen in Canasta, he 
wouldn’t like the game so much. 

Question: Is there a form of 
two-handed Canasta in which a 
player may go out with a single 
canasta instead of having to com- 
plete two? 

Answer: Yes. There are two 
such games. One is played with 
15 cards dealt to each player as 
usual; in another the initial hand 
consists of only 11 cards. How- 
ever, the two-canasta requirement 
is more widely played.

‘Murder for Revenge in Kansas City 


Drug Addict Pays With His Life 


After Testimony 


as Government 


Witness Against Narcotics Peddlers

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 13. 

HE murder of Daniel W. Rob- 

inson Jr. last Nov. 7 aroused 

little public indignation, but 
it should have. He was a Negro 
and a drug addict, two circum- 
stances which may account for 
the absence of any public out- 
cry for the capture of his mur- 
derers. 

There should have been an out- 
cry because Robinson not only 
was the twenty-first murder vic- 
tim in Kansas City whose death 
remains unsolved but, more im- 
portantly, he was killed five days 
after he served the public as a 
Government witness. 

He testified against two mari- 
juana peddlers. They were con- 
victed but Robinson, the Gov- 
ernment’s key witness, paid with 
his life. 

He was the third Government 
witness or informant. who was 
murdered here in the last six 
years. Two of the three were 
witnesses in narcotics cases. Be- 
sides these, at least two other 
persons who were active partic- 
ipants in the heavy narcotics traf- 
fic in Kansas City have been 
murdered in recent years. All 
the killings are unsolved. 

The Mafia, Italian black hand 
society which is _ particularly 
strong here, largely controls the

the country. And the Mafia mur- 
ders those who get in its way. 

Ten years ago, one of the big- 
gest narcotics rings in history 
was smashed in Kansas City. At 
that time, this city was—and had 
been for many years—the key 
distribution point for heroin, co- 
caine and marijuana for the 
Middle West, Far West and 
South. Agents of the ring oper- 
ated in cities in all parts of the 
country but Kansas City was gen- 
eral headquarters. 

That ring, which was followed 
by others, sold $12,000,000 worth 
of narcotics each year. It was 
one of the biggest distributors of 
narcotics ever uncovered in the 
United States. The ring included 
prominent physicians, public of- 
ficials and run-of-the-mill Mafia 
members.. Police made little ef- 
fort to stop the traffic, Govern- 
ment agents said. 

The drugs came from the Jap- 
anese concession in _  Tientsin, 
China. They were smuggled into 
Paris, then transported to New 
York City and finally shipped to 
Kansas City. From here, mem- 
bers of the ‘ring distributed the 
narcotics throughout the West 
and South. Thousands learned 
to use narcotics in the period 
and became the slaves of the 
Kansas City syndicate.

ODAY this city is no longer a 

key distribution point for il- 

legal drugs. But thousands of 
dollars worth of narcotics still en- 
ter the city each year by airplane, 
train, truck and automobile. Now, 
however, the drugs are sold local- 
ly and not distributed to other 
places, so far as the Narcotics 
Bureau can determine. 

But the Mafia remains a pow- 
erful organization here. And the 
murders of Daniel Robinson, Carl 
Carramusa, Mike Licausi and 
Gaetano Buffa indicate that the 
narcotics sellers and wholesellers 
never hesitate to murder to keep 
their control. 

The man back of this huge 
business in narcotics and murder 
is thought to be Charles (Lucky) 
Luciano, vice lord, who basks in 
wealth in Italy, since his depor- 
tation from this country. He still 
gets his share of the earnings of 
the Mafia in the United States, 
however. Local head of the Maf- 
ia is thought to be James Bales-. 
trere, an associate of Charles 
Binaggio, powerful political lead- 
er here. 

Robinson, an addict who was 
trying to break the drug habit 
and was trying to break away 
from the narcotics-gang which he 
served, testified for the Govern- 
ment Nov. 2. He had already 
received several telephone calls, 
threatening him with death if he 
testified against his associates. 

Robinson disregarded the 
threats and went ahead. Three 
days after the trial, the tall, 
skinny, young Negro visited the 
office of T. J. Walker, district 
supervisor here for the United 
States Narcotics Bureau. He 
again told Walker of the threats 
he had received. 

“We warned him he'd better lie 
low,” Walker related. “He said 
he was going away, but we don’t 
know whether he did. 

“We don’t know where the 
killers picked him up. We don’t 
know whether he was held awhile, 
whether he was taken to 
athletic field of Lincoln High 
Sehool and shot there or whether 


he was killed somewhere else. . 


There are no witnesses that we 
have been able to find.” 


Four boys on their way to 
classes at Lincoln High School 
found the body, lying on its side, 
partly under some bushes near 
the entrance to the athletic field.

The same unanimity of opinion, 
however, did not exist where 
North’s bidding was concerned!

point to four hearts. This group 
was fully sensible of the fact that 
North’s hand was weak in honor- 
tricks, but raised the argument:

It seems to this writer that the
